Beryl White - Intarview 25 Octobor 1965,° in which he i 
is referred te as tha subject except in specific instances : 
in which reference is made therain to "Alla.*

1. Subject arrived in Moscow during the early part i ee Br 

of November 1963 on a ten month exchange fellowship i - y is 

arranqed between the National Academy of Sciences and i bs 

the Soviet Academy of Sciences.

During tiis first conversation Subject claims that 

SOKOLOVSKIY told thea that he was tn fact Willian danilton 

MARTIN and went on to axplain soma of the superficial dae-- | 
tails surrounding his dcafaction to the Soviet Union in j 

1960. MARTIN told them that if they did not consider him : a 
too tainted he would velcome the opportunity of talking © ‘ aa 
to some Americans. Sia felt that there were many facets 

of his experiences while in the Soviet Union which he would i 

like to talk about but which he could not discuss with nis | 
’ Soviet friends. Either on this occasion or later, MARTIN j 

mentioned that Bernon HITCHELL, who had defected with MARTIN, H 

was living in Leningrad. | 


; 2. Approximately a week later, Subject met MARTIN again 
in the lunch room, MARTIN reported that following his first 
an) ne - encounter with Subject and Renninger he had been called into 
: the Party offica at the Institute. They apologized to hin 
for not having warned him in advance that Subject and 
Renninger ware being assigned to the Institute, since they 
were certain that Subject would. have wanted to avoid then. 
. « They told MARTIN that it was perfectly permissible for his 
: to talk to them, but that he should definitely not reveal his 
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true Ldentity to than nor should ne give them his address in 
Moscow since there was the possibility teat trey nad besa 
sent to the Soviet Union to assassinate hin. Quite natural- 
ly they also wanted to know what Martin had discussed with 
Subject and Ranalnger. As a gongral rule, Suvjact sav 
MARTIN in the lunch root every week or two for the entire 
period that he was in Hoscow. On carcain occasions it 
appeared that AMHARTIN would avoli talking to Subject. Based 
On AARTIN's actions, Surject asaused this usually denended 
on wao was present in the lunch roma, Subject adied at tuis 
point that their discussions with MARTIN were always in 
English. 


3. ARTIC made it Gefinitely clear to Subject tnat 
he was interested in gutting out of the Soviet Unlon. ie 
deserived life in the USSR as a constant qanu with the 
Soviet officials. HARTI falt thet he hac only been abla 
to kesp his head above water while there because of nis. 
knowledgs of Sovist lav. te axplained to Subject that ne 
haé Gevoted a great dual of tine atudyin: Soviet law and 
had used his knowledgs to protect ralaself. tae Soviets 
were froquently at a loss when confronted with quotations 
fros their own laws in total conflict with actions which 
taay wero trying to impose on MARTIN. Subject was onca 
asked to write a latter to NARTIN's parents asking thea to 
put prassura on the Soviets and the Press to help in ob~ 
taining his release. : 


4. MARTIN also described in yreat dotall to Subject 
life in general within the Soviet Union an+ whet the aver= 
aje Soviet citizen must face every day. twas obvious to 
Subject that MARTIN oad been greatly disillusioned follow- 
ing nis arrival in tho US5k when ne found a society totally 
Qifferent from what ha had anticisated prior to his departure 
from the United Staten. The Soviets had exerted considsar- 
able pressure on Subject to participate in various anti-U.S. 
radio programs or to write anti-U.5. articles. After aucn 
Giscussion back and forth, MARTIN ayread to writs something 
L& taney would promise to publish it without editing. He 
wrote what ha considerad a very o»jective cezzarison of life 
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in the USSR and that in the U.S. After having submitted 
‘thig article he was never approached again on this topic. 


5. Regular contacts between Sudject: RENNINGER and 
MARTIN continued in the lunecn room with general conversations 1) yo Ba 
such as tnosa noted ebove until December or early January i “4 
1964. At this point, MARTIN asked Subject if ne or RENKINGER ‘ : 

would go to the U.S. Embassy to ask them if there were any 
way in wnich thay could assist him in leaving the Soviet a) fh) oye ees 
‘Union legally or otnerwise. Subject noted that RENNINGER i 
had already contacted the U.S. Embassy following the first 
meeting with MARTIN to report on their conversations with : 
him and the fact that he was in Moscow. 


Subject was standing in tha lunch room line (Subject always 
referred to it as the lunch room rather than a cafeteria) 
when he saw MARTIN togothor with an attractive young girl ; 
about 20 or 21 years of ago. Thoy stopped to chat for a { 
moment and MARTIN introduced Alla Aleksandrovna KOZLOVA. H 
Subject euphasizted that this was entirely casual and that { 
their conversation at this meeting lasted for only a few 
minutes. <A few days or possibly a week later, MARTIN saw } 
Subject in the lunch room and montioned that "Alla‘ had | 
found him quite a handsome individual. ‘MARTIN inentioned : 
this only in passing and in no way, as far as Subject was

6. Also at about tho same time, probably early January,

concerned, attempted to force "Alla" on Subject. Subject 
was equally impressed with "Alla®™ and during the following 
few days made several inquiries anong his Soviet colleagues 
in the Institute. Wo one had. anything particular to say 
about her other than that she was rather active socially and 
had many friends in the Institute. At tnis point.Sudject 
did not know where she worked at the Institute.

7. Sometime during the latter part of January 1964 
Subject had hia first date with "Alla.* Subject could not 
: recall exactly how this was arranged, but ha believes that H 
ees gin he met her in the lunch room and asked her.to go on a troika : 
: ride with him. This was followed by five or six other dates a 

with her over the next seven or eight weeks. They went to a |

film once, the Bolshoi once, the opera once, and: restaurants 
on to or three occasions. 


. 8 After a while Sudject noticed that she was See cut aety 
interested in his Soviet friends and other contacts in the 
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Soviet Union. For example, on the evening trey attended 
the Bolshoi, Subject noticed his fricnd William (3411) 
FARRIS, an American exchange student at the Moscow State 
University. Subject had known his at Princaton University. 
Subject said, °On, there is Hill.“ She immediately said, 
°What did you.sa. about SOKOLOVSHIY?"° In otner words, she 
knew perfectly well that SOXOLOVSKIY and dilliam MARTI 
were one and the sane. She was ovoviously eavarrassed and 
tried without success to cover up her blunder. MARTIN 


‘later told Subject that “Alla® had called tim that evening 


to tell nim of ner blunder. She also once asked Subject 
iff be were really going to return to the United States. 
This could, of course, be interpreted as a defaction pitch. 
Subject feals that it was more of a casual personal reaark. 


9. According to Subject, “Alla” seemsd to him to ba 
much too friendly, while at the sane tima not sincerely 
friendly. In Fepruary, Subject's suspicions had mounted 
to a point waere he dacided to ask his Soviet colleague in 
the Institute, Ilya ROYZIN (phonetic), Lf he could check 
with some of his contacts to determine if "Alla" waa in 
fact being used against him for sone purpose. Subject 
Claimed that he already knew at this point through conversa- 
tions with his Soviet colleagues that ROYZI% coule check 
without bringing it to anyone's attention. Shortly after- 
wards, ROYZIN returned to Subject with the advice to stop 
eecing ber. He cautioned Subject that he should not mention 
to anyone that he nad talked to him and certainly not to say 
anything. Subject clains that he stopped dating her after 
this point, but did occasionally see ner in the lunch rooa. 


“After Subject stopped seeing her she called him at ais 


hotel every tro or three days... At no point did MARTIN 
really push Supject on continuing the relationship. 


10. Subject described their relationship as perfectly 
natural for two young people interested in each other. 
They seldon discussed anything of importance and never 
discussed his work at the Institute. Subject went home 


‘with her to her apartment on two separate occasions. Once 


she asked him to spend the night with her, Dut he indicated 
that he should get back to his notel. Subjact described her 
as possibly a bit more forward sexually than otners tnat he 
had met, but that their relationsnip was perfectly normal 
and certainly nothing that could be used against him since 
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he was a single man. The apartaent was actually her mother's, 
a one room apartment with an alcove for the bed and a small 
kitchen. Subject never met her motner and is not sure if 

bor father lived in the apartaent with the mother. Subjact 
does recall that her mothor had had two husbands although As 
did not know if the first one had aled or iff they had been 
civorced. Subject heard from someone that her father worked 
for the «GB. Subject could provids absolutely no further 
information on thia point. “°Alla® never seened to be push- 
ing tne relationship even though ghe did seem curious about 
sone of Subject's friends. Once she mantioned to Sunject 
that they should not be sean toyether in the lunch room since 
this might be a risk for her. . 


ll. Subject last saw °Alla“ alone just before ha left 
the Soviet Union. He was downtown one day and met her by 
chance. They. stopped. for coffee anid chatted a while. The 
only thing of any significance noted was that sha had been 
dismissed from the Lebecev Institute and was then working 
for the Ministry of Porelgn Affairs. During the swuner, 
Subject and PANNINGER again visited Moscos for a week (15 - 
20 July 1965). Thay drove froa Triesta to Prague and then 
on into Moscow via train. Arrangements were made through 
Inturist. They visited the Lebadev Institute for a day, 
as wall aa friends. in Moscow. Nothing occurred on this visit 
ef any particular: note. Since his raturn, Subject hag 
received a brief letter from “Alla” in elementary Carman, 
atating simply that she had heard that he nad been in Moscow 
end that sne was sorry that they had not seen each other. 
The return address indicated tiat she had moved:

Shs wore a small gold 
cross given to her by her grandmother, but, 
Subject explained, that this had no religi- 
ous meaning. 

(12) Langueges: Russian (native). She told 
Subject once that she planned to learn’: 
German. Baged on the brief note in German 
recentiy received from her, she apparently 
has mace some proyress. She also spoke a 
very little English. Subject doas not know 
if she had ever studied English or where | 
she might hava learned it. ; 

(13) Employment: Subject did not know if she 
had ever worked anywhere prior to joining 
the Labadev Institute. Subject did not 
know her exact position there, though she 

. was in the Pirst Section or the Party Office. 
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hen he mat her just prior to his 

departure, she told him that she had 

transferred to the MntSEry of Poreign 
Affairs. 


(14) Arrests: None known. ROYZIX once 
mentioned that she had once seen caught 
taking money from the Institute. Subject 
had been told that situations such as 
this were frequently used to enlist the 
cooperation of employees for reporting on 

.ena fLello# employees, etc.

contact with him, Subject reported that MARTIN usually dia is 
most of the talking. We discussed lifa in the Soviet Union and ' 
froquently his attespts to get a divorce. (When Subject was in H 
Moscow in July he learned that MARTIW had finally received his 

divorce.) MARTIN once told Subject that he was permitted to 

recaive Time and Life magazines so lonq as he agreod not to 

show them to anyone. Subject and RENNINGER once referred to 

the allegations MARTIN and MITCHELL wera homosexuals. MARTIN 

Stated emphatically that this was not true. H-« said that he had 

Some sex probloms, but that he was certaialy not a homosexual. 

With ragard to his defaction, MARTIN said that he had contacted 

eoasone prior to his defection. Subject understood that no 

money was involved and that MARTIN had not. been an in-place agent.
